BACON'S RESOLUTION 
MADE PACTS USELESS 


Result a Complete Upset of the 
Administration’s Plan—Sen- 
ator Bacon, However, Says 


That Senate Has Not Gee! 


on Record as Opposed to 
Arbitration.

Washington, March 7.—(Special.)— 
President Taft's peace and arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain and France 
were shot to pieces in the senate this 
afternoon. 

After striking out the section of the 
treaties, which contained an ironclad 
agreement to submit:to arbitration all 
questions which a joint high commis- 
sion of inquiry should decide to be 
arbitrable, the senete adopted a resolu- 
tion of ratification proposed by Sen- 
ator Bacon, of Georgia. 

This resolution specifitally exempts 
from arbitration the following ques- 
tions: “Those affecting the admission 
of aliens to this country, or the admis- 
sion of aliens to the schools of the 
several states; questions affecting the 
repudiated bonds of the south, or the 
territorial integrity of any state or of 
the United States: or questions grow- 
ing out of the Monroe doctrine or any 
other purely governmental policy.” 

Complete Defeat for Taft. 

The opponents of the treaties won a 
complete victory. President Taft's sup- 
porters in the senate felt crushed, and 
deeply humiliated. No one expects now 
that the treaties will amount to any- 
thing or be ratified by the other 
wignatories. They have been rendered 
toothless. But the United States senate 
has not gone on record ag opposed to 
prbitration. 

In a statement tonight, Senator Ba- 
ron makes that plain. He points out 
that the peace and arbitration treaties 
of 1908 with twenty-five foreign na-

meang of spreading disease. Stagnant 
water, such as will ;gather in low 
places in the streets or in tubs, buck- 
lets and tin cans in back yards, create 
{conditions which are all that prolific 
mosquitoes will want to  procreate 
their poisonous swarms. Abolish the 
breeding places of flies and mosquti- 
toes, and the city’s health will take 
care of itself. 

“To Keep the streets clean is the 
duty of the sanitary department. To 
keep back yards clean is the co-opera- 
tive duty of the sanitary department 
and the people. We have good and 
sufficient sanitary laws, such ag re- 
quire back yards to be kept clean, and 
garbage and manure placed in recep- 
tacles with close-fitting covers.

It has been 
left as it was then. 

“I found nothing in the room to re- 
fute any of Grace's statements,” said 
the chief, “and nothing that would 
throw new light on the shooting. He 
could not have been shot from out- 
side; it had to be done by someone in 
the room. 

Room in Disorder. 

“As for the room, I found it in ¢com- 
plete disorder. There were many 
things scattered over the floor, and 
boxes piled out where they had been 
packing to leave. There were no blood 
traces which might throw any light on 
the shooting.” 

Grace’s alleged statement—that his 
wife may have shot him unintentionally 
in a nightnmmare—was regarded with 
added interest last night when, couU- 
pled with the statement from a doctor 
that the bullet wound in his”) spine 
might have produced a semi-conscious- 
ness at the time of the shooting. 

Grace at first said he did not know 
who shot him. He has steadily main- 
tained that he was shot while asleep. 
If thisisso, then the resulting coma 
from the wound would explain his ap- 
parent condition when the servant Was 
in the room, 

On recovering full consciousness, it 
would explain why he did not Know 
who shot him. It would explain his 
suspicions, because he would remember 
no one having been in the room but 


»his wife. It would explain his first 


suspicions that the dull pain in his 
side and his partial paralysis, which 
later became enlarged, evas due to 
acute indigestion. 

Would Explain Departure. 

t is also pointed out that if the pis- 
tol were fired while both husband and 
wife were asleep.it would explainwhy 
Mrs. Grace did not realize it, ‘and how 
she could have left the house thinking 
him getting better. 

It would not explain her statement 
that hé@ér husband was sitting on the 
side of the bed when she left, or the 
pistol downstairs, or the locked room,

Nearly every passenger was hurt by 
the rolling over of.the cars, Those 
persons in the coaches that wWere 
crushed suffered more severe injuries.

seats or splintered timberg and died 
more slowly. 


Fires Kindled in Snow. 


Those who were unhurt soon drag- 
ged the injured from the overturned 
cars, with the exception of a few, who 
could not be extricated until wreck- 
ing derricks arrived. 

Along the snowy banks of the rail- 
road firés were kindled to keep the 
women and children warm while they 
tended the more_~ seriously injured. 
Residents of West Lebanon and ed- 
wood crossing hurried to the wreck 
with hot coffee and bandages for the 
wounded. Several men started repair- 
ing the telegraph line, and when the 
relief trains arrived there was a fairly 
orderly scene except for the wreck- 
age, at which men were tugging and 
prying in an effort to recover any 
persons that might be pinioned there 
in distress. 

It is said that until a thorough ex- 
amination of the injured in Danville 
hospitals is made it cannot be told 
whether any are fatally injured. 

The train was one hour and 20 min- 
uteg late, and was traveling 40 miles 
an hour when a rail brokke under the 
weight of the engine. 


Cars Went Over and Over 


The engine stayed on the track, but 
seven coaches, ingluding a mail car, 
baggage and express, day coach, par- 
lor car and three sleepers were hurled 
from the track, rolling over and over 
down the steep embankment and land- 
ing 80 feet from the track. Three 
sleepers were empty when the wreck 
occurred.

Mrs. Chapman fled to the home of a 
friend, where she was arrested, and, 
according to the police, confessed to 
the shooting. 

“She Ruined My Life.” 

When asked for an explanation of 
her act, Mrs, Chapman, at first, ac- 
cording to the police, Said: “She 
ruined my life.” When pressed for 
further details she replied: “My hus- 
band was not to blame at all.” 

Then she collapsed and became hys- 
terical, precluding further question- 
ing. Her husband and intimate 
friends believe that she was mentally

Mr. Arkwright’s Statement. 

The Georgia Railway and’ Electric 
Company is willing to purchase peace, 
according to a statement issued Thurs- 
day by President Preston S. Arkwright. 

“The only difference existing between 
the city council and the Georgia Rail- 
way and Blectric Company,” ‘he said, 
“has been the rates charged for elec- 
tric and power service. Without any 
effort being made to see whether an 
adjustment could be made of this dif- 
ference, a complaint was filed by tho 
city council with. the railroad commis- 
sion to force a reduction in rates. 

“In regard to electric light and pow- 
er tates, we have taken the position 
all along with council's committee that 
the existing rates are reasonable, and 
are lower than the great majority of 
other cities; that we have no fear that 
the railroad commission, after a full 
hearing, would find justification for re- 
ducing these rates; that, however, agi- 
tation on the subject does great dam- 
age to this company; that it stirs up 
everybody who has ever had a grudge 
against it; that it creates dissatisfac- 
tion among customers -who would 
otherwise be perfectly satisfied, and 
that it stirs up complaints where no 
ground for complaint really exists. 

“The suggestion of settling the mat- 
ter proceeded from the city council and 
not from the company. The company 
objected that it could not enter into 
negotiations for a settlement tnless 
there was a strong probability that 
settlement could be made, and that if 
a settlement could be made, that it 
would really be a settlement. Tt re- 
ceived assurances that the matter could 
be handled in this manner. It has, 
therefore, approached the matter with 
a view of dealing fairly and frankly 
with the honest intention of making 
a settlement if there was a possibility 
of agreeing to a reasonable settle- 
ment.” 

In regard to Councilman Chambers’ 
proposition, Mr. Arkwright said: 

“When these demands were first 
made I stated in open committee meet- 
ing in the mayor's office that the com- 
pany could not consider the proposition 
in regard to paying the gross receipt 
tax. in dddition to the franchise tax:

THEY KNOW. NOTHING

Washington, March 7.—Acknowledg- 
ment Was made today that the: house 
agricultural committee knew practical- 
ly nothing of the public domain, and 
was dependent almost entirely on the 
chief forester for information on which 
to base appropriations. The confession 
was forced during debate in the house 
on the forest service items in the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill.

These national 
forests cover an area as great as New 
England, New York, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, Fennsylvania, Ohio, Virginia 
and West Virginia, and it would be im- 
possible for this committee to investi- 
gate personally this vast tract. We 
have to take the word of experts of 
the forest service as a basis for appro; 
priations."”’

DUE TO REACTION 


Alleged That the Tide Has 


Turned Against Republic. 


Rumored That Manchus May 
Resume Control and Proclaim 
the Monarchy—TIhe Powers 
Will Continue to Guard Rail- 
way With ThLeir Troops. 


Pekin, March 7.—The diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of the foreign powers held 
a conference today and decided to con- 
tinue the guards along the railway to 
Chin Wang-Tao in spite of the fact 
that the river is now open from Tien 
Tsin to the sea. Additional soldiers 
will be necessary, as the effect of the 
present guard is only moral. Major A. 
R. Smith, in command of the American 
troops from Manila, has only forty men 
left at Tien Tsin and is anxious for at 
least 200 of his troops now at Pekin to 
return. Minister Calhoun hopes to get 
a detachment of 100 or 200 marines 
from the cryiser Cincinnati, and it 
would then be possible for the infantry- 
men to proceed to Tien Tsin. 

Manchus May Resume Power. 

The possibility is Widely discussed 
of the Manchus taking over the city 
and proclaiming a monarchy again. 
Chinese papers make this suggestion, 
but as no Manchu leader has been 
forthcoming in the last six months, it 
seems hardly probable that one can be 
found now. Should a dictator arise he 
would find the nucleus of an army tn 
the 20,000 or 30,000 Manchu troops, who 
are now the most concrete force re- 
maining in the northern provinces. In 
Shen-So, General Sheng-Yun, governor 
of the province, whose family was 
Slaughtered earlier in the rebellion, is 
Still fighting in the emperor's name. 
It is reported that General Sheng-Yun 
has 20,000 followers. He controls the 
Situation in a large part of Shen-Si 
and Shan-Si., 

The killing of many whose queues 
had been cut off, the attack on the 
Nanking delegates at the first outbreak 
and the desertion of Yuan Shit Kal bv 
his soldiers, all indicate the reaction- 
ary feeling. Furthermore, the repub- 
lican flags which for a time decorated 
every house in Pekin by order of the 
police are now displayed only on gov- 
erninent buildings, although the dragon 
flag has not reappeared. 

Does Not Favor Republic. 

Consular reports say that Chao Erh- 
Hsun, viceroy of Manchuria, whose 
brother, General Chao Erh Feng, was 
Killed by republicans in Sze-Chuen 
province, does not favor a republic, 
and hoisted the five-striped flag reluc- 
tantly. According to some views the 
republican reformers obtained the over- 
throw of the monarchy too easily and 
it is thought that they must yet bring 
their army north for a further struggle 
for the attainment of a republic. It 
is reported that Yuan Shi Kai has only 
1,500 soldiers that he can count upon 
as loyal. The work of barricading the 
Streets about the foreign office, where 
the president-elect is still residing, was 
begun, but later the 
demolished.

Reports from Pao Ting-Fu say that 
additional foreign property has been 
destroyed in towns to the south. 


RUSSIA DEPENDS 
ON UNITED STATES 


Affronted by Abrogation of 
Treaty, but Can’t Do With- 
out American Machinery.

St. Petersburg, March 7.—A meeting 
was held tonight at the social workers’ 
club to discuss what Russia will do 
after the abrogation by the United 
States of the Russo-American treaty 
of 1832. Nicholas Kryunoff, a member 
of the council of the ministry of agri- 
culture, in a remarkably outspoken and 
fearless address, said that America’s 
action in denouncing the treaty was a 
unique affront to Russia. Russia must 
retaliate, but could offer combat only 
through highly cultured means, the 
principal of which would be to educate 
the Russian masses. 

Regarding reprisals he sald intelli- 
gent Russians would have to continue 
to buy American farming machinery 
despite a double or triple duty because 
they could not dispense with it. Ameri- 
can binders and compound machines 
were marvels of technical skill and 
could not be purchased elsewhere, Re- 
garding Russia's dependency on the 
United States for cotton, Mr. Kryunof?f 
declared that irrigation in Russia must 
be taken up, but that the people should 
remember it would require hundreds of 
millions of dollars to carry on this 
work, as well as experts, which Russia 
lacked, 

M. Kryunoff drew a _ picture of 
America’s might and declared it had 
been gained by sound idéas, temper- 
ance, a passion for education, an abun- 
dance of skilled labor and labor’s am- 
bition to extend its knowledge. He 
added that the United Stakes was ir- 
resistible, especially in the far east. 

The speaker recounted Russia's sins 
of the past. Instead of carrying for- 
ward the reforms of Alexander II after 
his assassination, the Russian govern- 
ment meted out punishment upon an in- 
nocent nation, suppressed freedom of 
speech, displayed religious, racial and 
caste intolerance, drove millions of 
Jews and Poles to America and perse-- 
cuted men like Tolstoi. Russian diplo- 
matic and consular representatives are 
incompetent and ‘had conspicudusly 
failed since 1903 to stop the fatal drift 
of the tide against Russia in the United 
States. The question of the Jews was 
only a side issue in the denouncement 
of the Russo-American treaty, but they 
had cleverly profited by it, owing to 
the high price set upon American citi- 
zenship. 

" M. Kryunoff is. well known in the 
United States, having paid several vis- 
its to that country, the last in 1904.

Beaumont Davison Says It Is 
Bound to Be Estab- 
lished. 


The parcels post system, although it 
may work a hradship on the small mer- 
chants of the country, is bound to be 
established, according to President 
Beaumont Davison, of the Davison- 
Paxon-Stokes Company, who has 
just returned from a business trip to 
New York. 

“The parcels post will be adopted 
just as sure as there will be a presi- 
dential election,’’ explained Mr. Davison 
yesterday afternoon. “It is one of the 
most widely discussed matters in the 
north and east aside from the presi- 
dential nomination. 

“I have no sympathy for the pro- 
posed measure, but of course there 
are two sides to every question, and 
this is no exception. However, I be- 
lieve the same sentiment prevails in 
every part of the country—the big 
mail order houses favoring the meas- 
ure and the small merchant of the 
city and town opposing it.’ 

A very far sighted view of the bill 
is taken by the Atlanta merchant. He

parcel business of the country will 
press the smaller competitor. He cited 
one New York corporation with a cap- 
ital of $30,000,000, that makes the mail 
order business a feature. This house, 
he says, can sell to a foreign custom- 
er almost any article that he or she 
desires, from a hair tonic to a hat, 
and are prepared to learn at a glance 
at the order just what the postage 
will be, the length gf time the parcel 
will be in transit, and can also -in- 
form the customer just at what time 
to expect the order. 

The question has been given consid- 
erable thought by Atlanta merchants, 
and according to data that has been 
gathered here by a numbe# of inter- 
ested merchants, a majority of the 
business men in the south are opposed 
to the measure. 

Almost every state in the south has 
requested its representatives in con- 
gress to oppose the bill.

Attorney Miller said it had been 
shown that from the fall of 1907 te 
the spring of 1909 there was no allow- 
ance for hides, but there was nothing 
to show concerted = action Hie said 
the court should take judicial notice of 
the panic in the fall of 1907, when it 
was necessary to issue clearing house 
certificates for currency. 

The lawyer declared that the system 
of test cost and margins was a 
sitvy in the packing business, Every- 
body, even the independents, used prac- 
tically the same system.

House Committee Not Yet

Washington, March  7.——(Special,)—

Beecher B. Ray, the “political pay- 
master” of the army, be dismissed from 
the service will come to naught, be- 
cause Major Ray’s erstwhile clerk re- 
fuses to press charges of improper 
conduct with his wife, were met today 
by Representative Helm, of Kentucky, 
chairman of the committee, with this 
statement: : 

“If the war department officials are 
taking any such ground as that, I can- 
not understand what they are driving 
at. Everybody Knows, apparently, ex- 
cept the department, that the commit- 
tee on expenditures in the war de- 
partment does not regard the miscon- 
duct of Major Ray with the wife of 
his clerk as the paramount issue. The 
fact is, we prefer to forget about that, 
except as throwing some light on his 
character and the way his derelictiong 
have been overlooked. 

“The war department has forgotten 
the charges of financial irregularities 
which were brought against Major Ray 
when he was in the Philippines, and 
Which were glossed over under orders 
from Washington, as was clearly 
shown by correspondence which this 
committee recently unearthed. Why, 
Major Ray’s superior officers at the 
time said that he would have been 
courtmartialed for the things he did 
if he had been any other man in the 
service, Does the department mean to 
contend that he cannot be dismissed 
or courtmartialed on these charges? 

And I suppose 
the political activity of Major Ray is

This condition 
is intensified at present for the rea- 
son that times are not normal. The 
supply of the staple brought forth last 
year has not been taken up and digest- 
ed by the regular agencies of consump- 
tion. Some of it is going over into the 
new season. Even now some of the 
American and European mills are con- 
tracting for deliveries of cotton next 
fall at-a low price. 

“In ‘the face of such a situation 
there is just one course for the farmer, 
and that is to protect his own inter- 
ests by holding down the acreage. Do 
not be fooled by the present upward 
flurry into planting for a big yield 
next fall. Prices are higher than they 
were a month ago, and may go yet 
higher. But the coming of the new 
crop on the market will tell the story, 
and if it is a record-breaking crop the 
producer will get the hot end of the 
deal as sure as shooting.

Washington, March 7.—Former Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, William J. Bryan and 
tepresentative Victor Berger,.of Wis- 
cOnsin, socialist, were branded in a 
Speech in the house today by Repre- 
sentative ‘Dies, of Texas, democrat, as 
being “among the foremost enemies of 
free government in America today.”

what Mr. Berger stands for. Iam not 
now appealing to any district or to 
any party, but to my colleagues here 
to recognize the peril of socialism.” 

Activities by Berger. 

The legislative activities of the Wis- 
consin socialist member then were re- 
Viewed by Mr. Dies. These, he faid, 
among other things, included abolition 
of the veto power of the president and 
both the supreme court and the senate

LONDON TO PARIS 
IN AEROPLANE 


Birdman Salvey Covered the 
222 Miles in 2 Hours and 
57 Minutes.. 


Paris, March 7.—Henri Salvey, the 
French aviator, arrived at Issy les 
Moulineaux, a suburb of Paris. in his 
monoplane at 11 o'clock this morning, 
having traveled from London—leaving 
there at ‘8 o'clock—without a stop, He 
covered the distance of about 222 miles 
in 2 hours and 57 minutes.

Going Through Warfare. 

Lewis S. Cox, postmaster at Law- 
rence, made a statement, declaring the 
descriptions of incidents at Lawrence 
were misleadiing. 

“We feel that we have been going 
through warfare which noone who has 
not been there can appreciate,’’ he said. 
“There have been attacks upon the 
homes of people who were connected 
with the mills or refused to strike. 
Their doors have been brokKen down, 
windows broken, missiles have been 
thrown into the rooms while persons 
lay asleep.” 

He gave a compilation of savings 
bank statistics in Lawrence, showing 
the total savings to be $21,100,000, 
which, on a basis of 86,000 population, 
gave an average per capita wealth of 
$245. The statement showed that the 
foreign population is well represented 
in the deposits of atl the banks. 

Representatives of the American 
Woolen Company at Lawrence submit- 
ted the pay sheets of employees who 
had testified before the committee. In 
nearly every case the wages compared 
approximately with the amounts relat- 
ed by. the employees. 
| Frank Sherman, cashier of the Wood 
Lmill, gave a graphic description of the 
attack by the strikers on the mill when 
the strike was cdlled. 

With Ungodly Yells. 

“With ungodly yells,” he said, “they 
broke down the doors, turned loose 
in the mill, cut off the power and drove 
the employees out. They pulled re- 
volvers and knives. Girls fainted all 
over the mill, One of the girls was 
cut with a knife. One of our men 
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“Are you in sympathy with child la- | 
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a revolver and said, ‘Turn on 
power and you're a dead man.’ 

“The police came and were so out- 
numbered that we had to let the men 
run out their temper to avoid fatalities. 
Finally the mob moved on leaving the 
mill deserted and damaged.” 

Austin P. Wade, cashier of the Ayer 
mill, told the committee that the aver- 
age weekly Wage for men, women and 
Children in the mill the last week 
bef re the strike was more than $9. 

Kdward M. Cross, of Boston, manu- 
Secretary of the American 
Woolen Company, sai@ the advance in 
wages given by the company in the 
last ten years was 26 per cent.

Preacher Gives Evidence. 

Rev. Clark Carter, city -missionary 
of Lawrence, described many incidents 
regarding the removal of children, 
which the churches opposed. 

“A friend of mine,” he said.,. “‘over- 
heard a conversation on a street be- 
tween a woman and a little girl who 
was to taken to New York. He 
heard her say to the little girl, ‘When 
you go to New York put on your torn 
dress and leave your mittens at home.

That Charge for Drinking Water, 

Representative Foster, of Illinois, 
asked Carter about the charge for 
drinking waterinthe Lawrence mills, 

“That's a social club arrangement,” 
Said the missionary. “The regular 
water in the summer ig too hot, and 
in winter some ofitistoo near to the 
steam pipes. So the workerg form 
clubs to get spring water or ice. They 
pay so much for it and when the new 
employees are asked to pay they think . 
the mill owners get the money.” 

‘Then, the mill-owners don't furnish 
drinkable water?’ asked Mr. Foster. 

‘It’s the water I drink.” 

“But it’s heated by steam pipes and 
unfit to drink in the mill,” said Foster. 
“From your testimony it appears that 
there are two very desirable luxuries 
among the Lawrence strikers; one ig 
molasses for their bread and the oth- 
er is water for which they pay in the 
mills.” 

“That's a humorous way to put it,” 
said Mr. Carter. 

Mill Owners Pay Preacher's Salary. 

Mr. Carter said the mill owners of 
Lawrence paid his salary. 

“In view of that,” asked Nepresent- 
ative Lenroot, “do you feel as free te 
use the funds at your disposal to aid 
the suffering strikers of Lawrence as 
you otherwise would?” 

“I can say that I have permission 
from one of the mill owners to ald any

“For over a hundred years Germany 
has had a parcels post, and since 1873 
her present very effective and success- 
ful system. When 1 first came to Ger- 
many, I at once noticed the immense 
number of packages that were being 
loaded and unloaded at the railroad 
stations, and that special cars carrying 
nothing but these packages, and sorme- 
times three and four such cars, were 
seen on every train. In the cities I 
frequently saw long lines of postoffice 
wagons, and I could not understand 
why it took so many wagons to haul 
the mail. Upon inquiry I was told in 
a very disinterested way that they 
were the ‘paket post’ wagons. Then 
it dawned upon me that this was par- 
cels post, the thing that we have been 
beseeching congress to establish and 
the thing that the grange and other 
farm organizations in the United States 
have been indorsing in their resolu- 
tions for years. l had come here to 
study European agriculture and here 
Was My Opportunity to see what par- 
cels pust actually means to the farm- 
ers, and I began to investigate. 

“At my boarding house in central 
Germany I asked my landlady where 
she got her butter, which was of ex- 
cellent quality. She told me it. come 
i\from Holstein, in the northwestern 
part of Germany, two hundred miles 
away. I asked if it was not expen- 
sive to have it come so far. ‘Oh, no,’ 
she said, ‘we have it come by post 
and have gotten it every week for 
several years from the same man. You 
|; know we can send a package by post 
to five Kilograms (eleven pounds) 
to any place in Germany for 50 pfen- 
inigs (12 cents).’ .

Some of Stock Issues Reached 
Highest Level of the 


Movement.

York, March %7.—Early qulliness 
irregularity, followed by greater 
activity and a pronounced hardening 
of prices which sent some of the ac- 
tive issues to the highest level of the 
present movement, summarizes today’s 
operations on the stock exchange. So 
far as could be learned none of the 
day’s developments was directly re- 
sponsible for this change. News from 
abroad respecting the British coal 
strike was virtually unchanged, aside 
from the probabiliy of another confer- 
ence between the disputants and the 
depressed state of the London markets 
was doubtiess the cause of the early 
heaviness here.
